I posted this hint a while back, but it bears repeating. It's not my 
original idea, but I forget who gave it to me. The problem only occurs with 
AOL 6.0. Users should consider NOT upgrading from version 5.0 until AOL 
solves this problem with the next version. The problem is that AOL 6.0 sends 
all email as HTML which is intercepted by most mail list servers; there is no 
switch to turn off this dumb "feature" in 6.0. I've written a detailed 
complaint to AOL, but they're too big to care, and I've only ever gotten 
canned responses back. There is, however, a workaround that's not too 
difficult. 


If you must use 6.0, write your email normally, but before you send it, click 
on EDIT, SELECT ALL (this will highlight all of your text); then RIGHT click 
anywhere on the highlighted text and select TEXT, then NORMAL from the drop 
down menus. This will convert your text to normal ASCII, and you should be 
able to post to any mail list. 


Hope this helps.

Hi Bob, 
Here is what sometimes happens... 


Simply direct conversion receivers of course have their local oscillators 
(LO) operating at the receiver frequency. This LO is often radiated out of 


the chassis via power cables, antenna coax, and/or the cabinet itself. The 
LO is then picked up by the (or a) AC operated power supply. A linear power 
supply will use rectifier diodes of course to rectify the AC. This process 
"turns" the diodes on and off at 60 times per second. Any RF from the LO 
that makes its way into the power supply will be modulated at 60 Hz due to 
the process of a path making and breaking at 60 Hz (the rectifier diodes). 
This modulated LO signal will then re-enter the receiver and mix with the 
incoming RF and a detectable hum will present. 


In your case the process of touching the cabinet probably reduces the amount 
of LO signal radiated by the chassis. The rectifiers diodes may be in 
either your AC power supply to the HW-8 or a supply to something else in the 
shack. 


Solving the problem can be difficult. Sometime just using a battery supply 
will suffice to alleviate the problem. At other times it will be necessary 
to RF bypass the rectifiers with capacitors. The handbook has (or had) 
information on how to do this at one time. In your case, grounding the 
chassis may be all that is necessary if you haven't already done so. 


Good luck. I remember the hum problems well.

A fine afternoon was had by Charlie (W4NJK) and myself as we hiked up to 
Edgewood Park, about 25 miles S. of San Francisco. WX was great--73 
degrees, just a bit of a breeze--and we could see across the Bay from 
our 800' elevation. Our goal: to test the K1i's internal battery pack 
under field conditions. 


This trip was hastily put together, so I forgot a few things: bug 
repellent, BNC "L" for the K1 antenna jack, weight for tossing the wire 
in a tree, and something to sit on. We made do. And I have a nice list 
for next time. 


We tossed 20' of hookup wire into an oak tree using Charlie's water 
bottle as a weight, then laid out one radial of similar length. The KAT1 
found a 1.1:1 match on 40 and 20 meters. 


Starting voltage for the KBT1 battery pack was 11.0 V. Apparently 8 
freshly-charged NiMH cells will stay well above their nominal 9.6 V 
rated level for quite a while. 


Now this is strictly unscientific, but we were in QSO mode for most of 
two hours, using 4 watts on 40 and 20 meters, and the battery voltage 
dropped from 11.0 to 10.3 V. From previous observation of NiMH discharge 
curves, I know there's a long, slow drop from 10.5 to 9 volts, and my 
guess is that we could have operated for over six hours before reaching 
the K1's minimum operating voltage (about 8 V). We didn't have time to 
find out, but I'll be running the batteries down during normal shack 
operation over the next couple of days to see what the real number is. 


Charlie had a long QSO with Doc, KOEVZ (South Dakota), plus VE7BXO. I 
then hooked up with Steve, W7QC/M (a great op, BTW). Immediately after 
that QSO, I was called by John, K7FD, who was using the PTT switch on 
his mic to send CW. (I was surprised to hear him sending so slowly, and 
didn't recognize the call at first!) 


The biggest surprise of the afternoon was finding our intended departure 
route blocked by a rattlesnake, est. 3 feet long, nearly hidden by tall 
grass as it slithered past a log. Another item for the list: snakebite 
kit! We went the long way instead. 


Our conclusion was that the KBT1 really did its job. It's neat to have 
the battery and tuner in the box. The Paddlette K1-custom paddle (that 


attaches to the tilt stand) also worked very well in the field. 


Folks, if you have to do exhausitive testing of ham gear, this is the 
way to do it!

Several of us have played about with DDS devices like the AD9850. They work 
OK, but there are some problems. One is the power consumption of the chips - 
they take a lot of current. Another is getting a really clean output across 
the whole range, they tend to generate spurs, which ideally require a PLL to 
clean them up. Also, they are rather expensive devices with lots of very 
small leads, and the PCBs can't really be made at home. Availablity is 
another problem, the supply of AD9850 chips dries up from time to time.

What you are doing is matching the transmitter output to the 
load. It seems unlikely, unless someone has gotten into the transmitter, that 
the output stage or filters would have shifted enough to show an impedance 
difference.

I am sure you still 1 have something wrong with the rig. The oscillations 
should not stop. Have you confirmed this is a separate receiver? How do they 
stop? Do the end abruptly or do they sort of taper off? What it sounds like 
is your oscillator does not have sufficient feedback to sustain the 
oscillation. Perhaps a bad, or poorly soldered, capacitor? 


Why don't you try calling those local stations you hear. They are within 50 
miles of Fulerton. Perhaps one of them will set up a schedule with you and 
you can get further information. Maybe one of them will offer to help you, or 
knows someone who would. 


I operated from a condo for about 18 years. I used a "stealth" antenna which 
I wrote up in QST for June 1995. I used both commercial and homebrew radios. 
I worked WAS and DXCC at QRP power levels. The antenna was only about 40 feet 
long, stretching from a window to a nearby tree. It can be done!

The primary commercial use of 30M is for meteorological broadcasts. The 
official allocations are listed in the "Klingenfuss Guide to Utility 
Stations" and similar sources, based on IRU allocations/licensing and 
shortwave monitors. No embassy traffic is listed*xx*. The teletype 
stations at 10.128-10.130, for example, are part of an eastern hemisphere 
METEO network, broadcasting weather for Africa to India to eastern asia, 
with transmitters in India. About 11pm MDT, the 10.128 station goes to 
WEFAX for awhile, for which I have copied. And indeed, they are weather 
and maritime charts of the Indian Ocean, eastern Africa, etc. 


xx Numerous embassy frequencies are listed in the Klingenfuss book; 
however, I doubt all such frequencies are listed or known. Most embassies 
pretty much march to their own drum beats.

Nothing personal, Bruce, but I don't think you have ever heard these 
"number stations" most are referring to. Generally the code is fairly 
slow with NO identification of ANY kind. They come on very abruptly, 
drone on for minutes to tens of minutes and suddenly stop. There is no 
way to infer identification or origin. These number stations have been 
monitored by shortwave and utility monitors for years and remain a 
mystery, since very few have been identified. Direction finding schemes 
have identified some as originating from several USAF bases, the NSA, 
Cuba, and in the far east (Israel, etc.) -- and assumed to be associated 
with the Massad and such groups as others have mentioned. In addition to 
CW, these numbers stations (found all over the spectrum) also use SSB or 
AM in english or spanish to read their list of numbers. Activity from 
these numbers stations has known to increase substantially during times 
of international incidents, etc. Some of the USAF stations were found 
by shortwave listeners, down to the building, during the Gulf War due to 
the increased level of activity. This was reported, with photos of the 
buildings and antennas, in an issue of "Monitoring Times" about a year 
after the Gulf War. 


Just as our hobby is ham radio and QRP, there are others out there whose 
hobby is amateur crptography. They have their own websites, newsletters, 
etc. They have monitored these number stations for years in an attempt to 
get some "real live encrypted data" to decode, which has been successfully 
decoded in some cases. But rare. So if anybody can decode one of these 
transmissions or even come close to showing ID or location of origin, you 
would be a full blown hero in certain esoteric circles. You might even 
land a good paying job with the NSA :-) 


Sorry for the OT - but it *is*x a form of communications, and 
communications is what most of us have interest in. This description is 
for those just not quite sure what this "number station" stuff is all 
about. They remain an enigma since their appearance in the 1950's.

As others have pointed out, DDS has a price. Circuit 
complexity, power consumption, parts availability, 
parts packaging, spectral purity, etc. etc. I've played 
with AD7008, AD9850 and Q2220. They all work well. But 
you have to treat them right. I'm not overly concerned 
about price - they're not that expensive compared to 

a discrete component VFO (especially if the VFO is 

at all elaborate), and you get what you pay for. 


The long-obsolete Q2220 (an old Qualcomm part) is a 
parallel-input device, and I usually use a diode-matrix 
board for spot frequencies. Many moons ago I cobbled 
together a controller for it with a Basic Stamp, an LCD, 

a shaft encoder and a bunch of glue logic. It worked fine, 
though I never got the frequency readout quite right. 


Some devices have I/Q output, and many almost all have 
facilities for I/Q modulation. AO-40 uses a whole bunch 
of AD7008s in its digital modems. An interesting app note 
for AD9850 (AN-543) is an FM radio transmitter, digi- 
tizing audio and playing tunes on the DDS.

Incorrect - one-time-pads are NOT breakable, unless there is a 
failure in either key generation, or they are used more than once. 
As I mentioned in my previous posts, there have been cases 
where messages were decrypted, but that was only because of 
procedural errors. I suspect you're thinking of some other 
encryption system when you assert that "it will help when 
trying to break the next message." By definition, a OTP 
key has absolutely no relation to any other OTP key, and 
therefore cannot be used to provide cribs for other messages. 


If you have a citation for ANY specific case where a OTP was broken 
by anything other than faulty procedures, I'd love to see 
it, but public cryptographic research certainly doesn't 
support the possibility.

1) Epiphyte 3 75m SSB Transceiver Kit 
Price: $105 Shipped 


This was the Norcal kit that sold out so quickly. From the original club 
sale message: 


The Epiphyte 3 is a SSB transceiver that puts out a full 5 watts using an 
IRF510 as a final, driven by a CA3020. The SSB filter is a 455 kHz Murata 
CFM455J1. This rig is used nightly by a group in British Columbia for local 
communications and to check into the BC SSB Net. 


The kit consists of a NorCal quality double sided, silkscreened board, 
manual, all board mounted parts, and it includes the 10 turn pot,antenna 
connector, and power connector. It does not include the microphone or 
headphone connectors. We have left those up to you. The rig works great 
with the MFJ speaker mike by the way. It does not come with a case, but 
will fit a TenTec case. If you want digital readout, the rig will work 
great with the Digital Clock Counter from Blue Sky Engineering. (not 
supplied with kit).
